WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Through a 


living line 
of 
bareheaded 
people, 


stretching from Buffalo up over the 
Allegheny mountains, down over the 
broad valleys of the Susquehanna and 
on to the Marble city on the banks of 
the Potomac, the nation's mortalized 
president made his last journey to the 
seat of government, over which ho pre 
sided for four and a half years. The 
whole country seemed to chain its pop 
ulation to the side of the railroad track 
over which the funeral train, passed. 
Work was suspended, schools were dis 
missed and everywhere appeared tokens 
of woe. The silence in which count 
lens thousands saw the casket, contain 
ing their hero and martyr, was opprea 
sive and profound. Tue journey was 
the most remarkable demonstration of 
universal personal sorrow since Lincoln 
was borne to his grave. Mrs. McKin 
ley stood the trip bravely.

signs of government adopted by his 
eminent and lamented predecessor. 


Resolved, That iu our present sorrow 


and bereavement wo turn with hope to 
tbo Infinite Ruler of events for tho con 
eolation and encouragement wo ut this 
time so humbly need, and beseech Him 
that we may be rilled with the same con 
fidence in divine wisdom and reliance 
upon human discretion that icnpired 
the eloquent Hnbjact of those resolutions 
to say: "It ia God's way. His will be 
done."

NO CABINET CHANGES. 


All SecrctnrleK to Be Retained For 


ilie Present. 


Buffalo, Sept. 16.—With the state- 


ment that he should make no changes 
in this United States government for 
many weeks, Theodore Roosevelt enter- 
ed upon his second day as president of 
the republic. He awoke refreshed after 
the first sleep he had had in forty-eight 
hours and was kept busy all day talk- 
ing with the members of the cabinet, 
Governor Odell of New York and other 
distinguished callers and in reading the 
telegrams which poured into Ansley 
Wilcox's home at the rate of two every 
ftve minutes. More than 300 telegrams 
of congratulation and sympathy were 
received. 


It was to a delegation of officeseek- 


ers that the president made his an- 
nouncement that no changes would be 
made in the personnel of his White 
House staff. Later, in speaking of his 
pledge given when he was sworn in, 
that he should absolutely adhere to the 
policies of President McKlnley, the 
president expressed great gratification 
at the acceptance of his invitation to all 
the members of the cabinet to retain 
their portfolios. All have agr-eed to do 
so, for the present at least. 


When the president dined, he asked 


that several persons be asked inform' 
ally to dinner, and when the party aat 
down there were, in addition to the 
president and his host, Mr. Wllcoi, 
Governor Odell of Xew York, At- 
torney General Knox, Secretary of Wai 
Root, Senator Kean of New Jersey and 
William C. Warren, Republican state 
commltteeman of Buffalo. There was, 
as if by general consent, no discussion 
on political subjects. 


During the afternoon there was a 


stream of callers, but the president saw 
but few of . them. General Hawley, 
United States senator from Connecti- 
cut, was-one who had a long talk with 
the president, and the latter • invited 
him to go to Washington in his special 
car.' 


In the evening a part of the cabinet 


met at supper. About the board in ad- 
dition to the president were Secretaries 
Long. Wilson and Hitchcock, Postmas- 
ter General Smith and John G. 
bum. 
Here, too, political dinctisslon 


•was avoided entirely, but after flapper 
1lie, president had a long discussion 
with the cabinet officers on the present 
situation of governmental affairs. Pre« 
ident Roosevelt declined to talk on any

It would seem from the frequent ap- 


peatanee of handwriting experts in. the 
courts and the jfctiarge^they. 4»jjike,^os 
their services tHfcfc-ttiefe miiSt he &irne- 
thing occult about the science of chlrog- 
raphy and thnt the ways of the hand- 
writing expert must be queer and devi- 
ous. 
To hear one of these men explain 


his science, however, it all appears excep- 
tionally simple. One of the best known 
Of these experts a few days ago explained 
his plan of work in this wise: 


"When a writing of unidentified au- 


thorship Is submitted to me, I aim to de- 
termine the dissimilarities it exhibits from 
a conventional standard. Every person 
writes with a certain general movement, 
these movements being classified under 
the heads of forearm movements, wrist 
movements and finger movements. The 
trained eye can see at a glance according 
to what general system the writing is 
penned. 
"This anonymous writing we call the 


'suspect.' 
frnaiyzed. 


The suspect is now carefully 
Every letter in every word is 


dissected, and each departure from the 
standard is noted. These dissimilarities, 
taken in full, will be invarably found to 
be characteristic of the writer. la. spite 
of himself they will appear to a greater 
or less extent in everything that he writes. 


"Having thus analyzed the suspect, I 


take up the specimens of'known author- 
ship and regarded as being very likely of 
identical authorship with the suspect. 
These specimen's we call the exemplars. 
They are analyzed and dissected, just as 
in the case of the suspects. It will be 
very easy in most cases to say that cer- 
tain of the exemplars could not have been 
penned by the author of the suspect, and 
after more careful examination it will be 
possible to say with accuracy whether the 
suspect was written by the writer of one 
of the exemplars, and if so, which one. 


"In rases of disguised handwriting the 


difficulty is generally not greatly increas- 
ed. A person simply cannot avoid betray- 
ing himself in his penmanship, and al- 
1 hough he may successfully disguise a 
fow letters, in the main the natural dis- 
similarities from the accepted standard 
will be evident and unmistakable. 


"In cases of disguised handwriting the 


expert must first determine the method of 
the disguise so as to know what are the 
real and what the unreal features of the 
person's regular handwriting which are 
I lore displayed. 
Having determined the 


method the rest is easy, for an adjust 
ment can be made in every case, just as 
HIP surveyor allows in his calculation-* 
f«r abnormal influences upon his corn- 
puss."—Xcw York Times.

ARSENIC FACTORIES. 


Habit* Acquired by th« People Who 


Work In TUem. 


White arsenic ist tlie'form in which ar- 


Is taken' Vf the peasants of Styria 


rirf'tlte Tyfbl.' ''Professor Schallaru?ber 
f Gnotz was the fitft to call attention to 
his practice in a report which ho made 
n. 1822 to the Austrian government ou 
he cause of the numerous deaths from 
rsenic poisoning in those districts. 
He 


ound that arsenic was kept in most of 
he houses in upper Styrin under the 
name of "hydracb," evidently a corrup- 
ion of "hutteurauch," or -furnace smoke, 
lis statements made were subsequently 


ntirapfl from personal obscrvatiou by 
Dr. McClagnn of Edinburgh, but for 


many years* afterward the arsenic eaters 
were generally disbelieved in, and it was 
not till 1860 that C. Heise published con- 
vincing evidence. 


Arsenic is" principally eaten by hunters 


and woodcutters with the object of ward- 
ug off fatigue and improving their stay- 
ng powers. Owing to the fact that tho 
sale of arsenic if illegal in Austria with- 
out a doctor's certificate it is difficult to 
obtain definite information of a habit 
which is kept as secret as possible. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Lorenzo, in that district 
the arsenic is taken fasting, usually in a 
cup of coffee, the first dose being minute, 
.nit increased day by day until it some- 
:imes amouuts to the enormous dose of 
12 or 15 grains, lie found that the ar- 
senic eaters were usually long lived, 
.hough liable to sudden death. They have 
a wry fresh, youthful appearance and 
are seldom attacked by infectious dis- 
eases. 


After the first dose the usual symptoms 


of slight arsenic poisoning are evident, 
but these soon disappear ou continuiug 
the treatment. 


In the arsenic factories of Snlznerg it is 


Rtated that workmen who are not arsenic 
eaters soon succumb to the fumes. 
The 


manager of one of thef-e works informed 
Mr. Hoise that he had been medically atl- 
visvd to eat arsenic before taking up his 
position. 
lie considered that no one 


should begin the practice before 12 year 
old nor after ^0 and that in nny casp aft- 
er 50 years of ape the daily do'se should 
be gradually reduced, since otherwise 
sudden death would ensue. 
If n con- 


firmed nisemc eater suddenly attempts 
to do altogether without the drug, lie im- 
mediately succumbs to the effects of ar- 
senic poisonimr. The only \uiy to obviate 
this i4s gradually to aecliiuati/e the sys- 
tem by reducing the .lose fiom day to 
day.

ENGLISH BEAUTY/ 


HOW THE STANDARD HAS CHANGED 


IN EIGHTY YEARS. 


L Farmer Who Wa» Glad Tliat H« 
Didn't 'Wont to Borrow For Ten In- 
•tead of Five Yenr»-A Draft That 
Qaeerly "Went Astray. 
"One oS the best bank stories I ever 
lenrd or rwid," said the assistant cashier 
>f the Capital National bank, "was re- 
ated by Governor J. Hoge Tyler of Vir- 
inia in an address of _welcome made to 
he American Bankers'" association in an 
nnuul convention at Richmond, Vn., 


Oct. 2, 1900. As I remembA it, the story 
went about like this: Soon after the war, 
when banking rates, or discount rates, 
were high, an old country friend in one of 
the southwest counties, a farmer, went 
0 the bank to secure a loan of $1,000 for 
live years 
Of cour&e this made the man 


the grating open his eyes and look 


at him with wonder and astonishment, 
and the fanner was told that they could 
not make provision for such a loan, as 
hat unless they had the most satisfac- 
;ory collateral that could be obtained. 


"The old fellow asked, 'Collot what?' 
" 'Collateral,' the banker answered. 
" 'Well, what is that?' the farmer ask- 


ed. 


"The banker went on to describe the 


Btocks nnd bonds and securities that nre 
meant by the term collateral. The old 
lanner snid: 'Well, if I had those things 
[ wouldn't want any money. They are 
better thnn money,' he said. 


Well,' said the baiker, 'jou can't get 


:he money unless you succeed in getting 
some of those collaterals, and then we 
might discount your note." 


"Well, the farmer succeeded in getting 


some collateral and In cetting some per- 
sonal indorsements and also in getting 
his own name upon the paper and his 
wife's as well, nnd obtained mortgage* 
cri everything ho had. He came and 
dumped his eijtlateral down on the bank- 
er's desk. They were satisfactory, and 
the cashier made out his note for him for 
.$1,000 and told him to sign it, which the 
farmer did. Alter signing the noto he 
passed it over. Then the cashier count- 
ed him out $287.02. 
The old farmer 


ejaculated, 'Come on.' 
" 'No, sir,' said the cashier; "that is all 


yon can got on n note of $1,000 for fire 


nt onr present rate of discount.* 
" 'Dis what?' said the farmer. 
" 'Discount,' said the cashier. 'That is 


ali you can get.' 


"'What do you mean?' eaid th« 


fanner. 
" 'Why,' said the cashier, 'we take off 


the discount for the first four months 


tho next four months, aud so on, 


and thon nt the end of five years your 
note will only make Sf>287.52,' 
" 'I nin glad 1 did not ask you to lend 


me that money for ten years," ejaculated 
tho fnrmer, 'or you would have had nie 
in debt, and I would have to pay you 
something for asking you to lend it to 
me.' " 


"When I was banking In Sullivan, 


Ir.d., some years ago," said the president 
of a national bank, "I had n singular ex- 
perience. 1 always locate my stones on 
the banks of the Wabash so thnt people 
can't tell whether I am 'stretching it' ot 
not. 
One day a rustic looking fellow 


onine into thp bank and handed me n 
draft on New York made out, we will 
fay, to John Bell. 1 was not exactly ccr^ 
tt,in that 1 knew the man, but his ap- 
pearance was in his favor, nnd I cashed 
the draft. He could not write, so I had 
bun m:ike hia mark. The draft was for- 
wnrdod to New York for collection, nnd 
In about a week or ten days it came back 
to us with the statement that the in- 
dorsement on the back was a forgery. 
The letter from the New York bank that 
nccompanied the draft said 'John Bell, 
the man for whom this draft was in- 
tendk>d, is a traveling representative for 
a local patent medicine house, nnd, while 
he admits that he waa in the town of 
Sullivan on the day the draft was cash- 
ed, he declares that he did not get the 
money. Bell further soys that he can 
teud and write very well' 


"I sent for the farmer, whose name 


wns John Bell also, to come to thp bunk," 
continued Mr. Wilson, "and when he came 
1 showed him the draft and the letter 
from the New York bank and asked him. 
how it came about that lie cashed that 
draft, which was intended for another 
man of the same name. 'Well,' he said, 
'I'll tell you how it was. There was a 
feller in our neighborhood a couple of 
weeks ago selling tickets in a lottery for 
a dollar apiece, and I bought one of them 
tickets. When I came to town the other 
day, I went to the postoffice to get my 
mail nnd they handed me a letter with 
that there draft ia it. I Jest supposed it 
was returns from my lottery ticket, and 
so 1 brought the draft to you and got the 
money on it.' 


"I could tell by tlie old man's face and 


manner that he was telling the truth, and 


took his note for the amount of the 


draft, which he had spent in the mean- 
ime, and fixed the matter up that way. 
[Ie paid tho note, too, eventually." 


When I used to work in the Meridian 


National bank, which was afterward 
absorbed by the Merchants'," said an- 
other bank official, "I relieved Albert 
Kopp, the paying teller, one day during 
the noon hour while he went to lunch. 
An old farmer came up to the counter 
with a check for a hundred and some odd 
dollars that he had received in pay- 
ment for some hogs he had brought to the 
city and sold. I looked at the name of 
the payee written on the face of the 
cheek and then at the man before ine and 
said, 'I don't know you, my friend; you 
will have to be identified." He gave me 
an innocent stnre of surprise and, reach- 
ing into his pocket, said, 'How much will 
Ihnt cost, mister?'" 


"Way back In 1870, when the civil war 


revenue tax was still in force," said a 


official, "a country depositor came 


Into our bank at Sullivan and asked me 
for some stamps, saying he expected to 


so for them pretty soon. 'What 


ilenomination?' I asked. 'Waal,' he re- 
plied, 'I nm a Methodist now, but my 
family's all Baptists.'

Once Everything Depended Upon the 


Eyc» — The Burne-Joiie», Ro»»ettl 
and Da Maarler Types—"What It 
Liked Today. 
A famous living artist, a great author- 


ity on what is peculiarly the study and 
aim of art—beauty—has been heard to 
maintain that women of our generation 
have a quite uncanny power of altering 
themselves for the overthrow and en- 
slavement of their victim, man. If it b« 
true at all, it is probable they always had 
that 
power and almost certain they 


never let it lapse for want of using it. 
And certainly when we look round at the 
pretty English girls of this present yeai 
it seems as if it were true. What is true 
is that the type ueems to have com- 
pletely changed. 


Some eighty jeara ago a famous chap- 


eron used to lay down as the condition 
of certain triumph that a girl should 
have eyes. Other points of beauty went 
for nothing or for little. If she had eyes 
she would do, and by "do" that much 
requisitioned chaperoa meant that she 
was sure to capture a desirable husband. 
And the painters of those days showed 
us what sort were the eyes that did all 
the mischief. 
They were not demure, 


or provoking, or flashing; they were sim- 
ply large, lazy, languorous and generally 
blue. 


There was nothing "unholy" in the ex- 


pression of the eyes; it was only in the 
color; they were essentially ingenue eyes. 
Lady Hamilton had them, but Romney 
managed generally BO to deepen them 
with bhadow that you never realized the 
color as blue. Now, with this beauty of 
eyes, and especially of blue eyes, came 
tho beauty of complexion, the healthy 
pink and white of the late Georgian and 
won the early Victorian era. We have 
but to turn to any portrait of that time 
to see that the oval face, "the blue eye, 
dear and dewy, and the infantine sweet 
air of her" were what the painter knew 
his sitter would expect. 


Then came tlse change. Eossetti, so to 


speak, discovered throats, Du Maurier 
made us look at chins, Ilazlitt sang the 
praises of pallor, passion pale pallor; 
oyos were forgotten or overlooked and 
"regularity" was unnecessary to noses. 
Figures became long and angular, dress 
ignored figure and changed to drapery, 
and the whole type altered. 
Burne- 


Jones, Eossetti and Du Maurier seemed 
to have fashioned between them n new 
kind of beautiful woman. The portraits 
of the seventies record the changing 
fashion and it was part of it that the 
age of beauty was thought to come later 
in the life of woman. The type passed 
to exaggeration in the aesthetic craze, 
but, all the same, throat and chin and 
mouth and pallor ruled us and eyes and 
complexion went for little or nothing. 


But the reaction was ine\ itable and not 


long delayed. It has come already. 
Women have again uncannily changed 
themselves for the destruction of man. 
The Hossetti type is disappearing and 
gradually giving place to two other types, 
which indeed have little in common. One 
may frankly be called the Romney type. 
The hair is brown and curly, the face 
i«i short, the nose is slightly upturned, 
the corners of the mouth turn up a little 
too. 
The only word of praise which 


you know would he inapplicable is "dig- 
nified." It is a soubrette kind of beauty, 
captivating, provocative, domestic, cer- 
tainly not overintellectual, with no great 
Undone} to literature or art, winsome, 
nnd conscious of its irresistibility. You 
seo it just now largely leavening all 
classes of English society. 
There is 


nothing of the grande dame about it. 
Can you fancy one of the Rossctti-Du 
Manner type beauties ever stooping to 
conquer, ever descending to the barmaid, 
and yet remaining Miss Hardcastle? 
You will see the- type all through London 
today, in ladies, in shopgirls, in serv- 
ants, a type very attractive for its 
healthy, lovable comeliness. Romney 
ga'se it to us for our admiration, and 
the London hairdresser has helped most 
girls more or less to come under it. The 
i-hort locks with the .curves support the 
ctmes of the retrousse nose, give zest 
and piquancy to the impertinence of the 
face, nnd give to the whole type its pro- 
vocative charm. It certainly is not a re- 
fined kind. Tho face is broad, fat, white. 
The nose is rather shapeless. The ears 
are rather large and decidedly ugly. The 
mouth has little form in its lines, no 
firmness when it closes, little expression 
when it lies open. The roll of that black 
hair accentuates all these defects, and 
brings many individuals, really unlike, 
apparently under the same type.

won't last.

We have advanced » long way beyond 


the day whea ambitious young Nicholas. 
Nickleby found his only opportunity of 
becoming a teacher in Wackford Squeers' 
famous advertisement, "N. -B.—Assistant 
master wanted; £5 annual salary." Th« 
fitting of schools with teachers and 
teachers with schools is now a distinct 
business, one of the myriads of later day 
industries which flourish in the metrop- 
olis. 


Pa the city are several agencies which 


do a large 'and remunerative business in 
furnishing institutions of learning with 
teachers. These agencies are In constant 
touch with colleges and normal schools 
on one hand and with the schools of the 
country on the other. The agency deals 
in teachers almost 'as a merchant does in 
dry goods. The agency studies its cus- 
tomers and knows the availability of the 
material it places on the market. 


Providing a school with a teacher has 


come to be almost entirely a business 
transaction. The normal school or col- 
lege 'Is the factory which can -be relied 
upon to turn out a certain number of 
teachers annually. The agency is the 
market place, and the agent is the sales- 
man who disposes of the college product 
to the consumers, the ever increasing 
schools of the country. 


One of the largest of the city agencies 


is on the second floor of a quiet old build- 
ing not far-from Union square. In 'the 
main office, which is carpeted and hand- 
somely furnished, eight clerks are at 
work answering letters and applications 
from both prospective teachers and from 
schools. In an inner office the aspirant 
for the office of pedagogue is put through 
a series of questions to test his or her 
ability. On the result of this interview 
depends the classification in which his 
services are piaced upon the market. 


An idea of the modus operand! of the 


teachers' supply business as it is conduct- 
ed was given to the writer a few days ago 
by the manager *f this agency. -It is usu- 
ally in junior year at college that a young 
man decides upon his profession. If it be 
teaching, be opens a correspondence with 
the agency, of whose existence he is first 
informed by the college authorities. The 
return mail brings him a blank, which he 
fills out with answers to many questions.

men write for tutors for their sons, and 
there is a demand for governesses and 
kindergartners. 


All the delicate questions of the adapta- 


bility of the applicant for the place must 
bp decided by the agent. 
He brings to 


his task the result of years of experience, 
and on its successful performance depends 
the receipt of future orders for teachers. 
From both school nnd applicant the agent 
receives a commission as his profit on the 
transaction. 


"I am not a teacher myself," said the 


manager of the agency spoken of, "and 
never have been one. 
In fact, I could 


never quite understand why any clever 
young person wants to be a teacher. 


"I suppose it is because teaching is an 


intellectual pursuit, and the number of 
vocations of that kind is not on the in- 
crease nowadays. It is certainly a fact 
that the list of men and women who as- 
pire to be teachers grows longer every 
year, although much more is required of a 
teacher now than formerly. 


"There was a time when the scholarly 


attainments and good moral character of 
an applicant were the only things consid- 
ered, but that time is past. A teacher to 
succeed nowadays must have good man- 
ners and address. He must have savoir 
faire and be able to set an example to 
his pupils in culture and refinement. 


"The ordinary pay of a teacher at the 


beginning is $GOO per year. By an exhi- 
bition of special excellence in his depart- 
ment he can rise in the profession to be a 
principal or even a college professor. Al- 
though the work of th& pi-imary school 
teacher is infinitely more exacting he is 
not paid nearly so well as one who labors 
in high or even intermediate grades. 


"For reasons which are incomprehensi- 


ble to me women teachers are never paid 
as much as men for the same work. It is 
not at all unusual for us to receive a let- 
ter from some school requesting a teach- 
er for some particular department. 
It 


makes no difference to us, the letter will 
say, whether you send us a man or wom- 
an, but if a man the salary will be a third 
moie than to a woman. 


"Because a teacher fails to make a suc- 


cess in his first charge it does not at all 
follow that he is unfitted for the profes- 
sion. In fact, I frequently send teachers 
to beginners' positions in the belief thai 
the experience they will receive there will 
only fit them for the more serious work 
which will come later on. 


"The 
one besetting sin of young inex- 


perienced teachers is conceit. They think 
they know it all. 
To attempt to reason 


*dth them or to offer suggestions is worse 
than useless. The only thing to do is to 
place them under a year's contract as 
masters of a lot of boys, in some distant 
school, whose chief ambition is to make 
the teacher's life miserable. If they do 
•not lose their conceit during that year's 
mauling and annoyance, we decide that 
they are impossible, but they usually do. 
and when they apply to us for a second 
engagement they are usually exception- 
ally competent."—New York Mail and 
Express.

STORIES OF BANK NOTES. 


Qne«r Record* of Some of Tho*e 


•er-recl In England. 


A curious and'interesting volume might 


be written on the adventures of some 
Bank of England notes from the day 
when they leave.the printing press, clean 
and crisp and beautiful, to the last day 
of thpli- varied ertrcers, when, shorn of 
signature and ( with a hole punched 
hroiigh the figures which have made 
them so attractive, they are bundled into 


close furnace nnd converted into ashes. 
Their leases of life vary a<j widely as 


their adventures, for, while some return 
to the fold with their work done within 
a day or two, there may be seen in 
Threndnmlle street a note which was 
wandering for a century and a quarter 
boforo' it came again into the "O!J 
Lady's" keeping. 


One of the most historically interesting 


of bank notes'was that for £1,000 with 
which Admiral Cochrane paid the iu- 
iiiuitous line imposed on him in 1814. It 
may be remembered that this most gal- 
lant of sailors had been accused of con- 
spiring to defraud the Stock Exchange 
by circulating a false report of the death 
of Napoleon and had been sentenced to a 
fine of £1,000, 12 months' imprisonment 
aud an hour In the pillory. 


A public subscription was raised among 


his constituents ior the payment of his 
fine, and the admiral thus indorsed the 
note which they presented him:

note, with which, in bravado, he had lit 
his last cigar, and on it those words wore 
penciled, "The 
last uoto of a dying 


Bwann." 


In tho days when to steal or forge a 


bank note was a crime punishable by 
death the histories of ninny notes \veie 
tragic iu the extreme. The circumstances 
of tine meinoiahle cnse are peculiarly sad. 


A certain young man ciilleil )lowland 


was accused by his uncle, a merchuul iu I 
the city, of stealing a £50 note in»m t h n ! 
writing table, in his study. Although i t ] 
wns not proved that thft note bad ever 
been iu bis possession or that It had been 
cashed, the eJreumstauces were consider- 
ed suspicious enough to justify convic- 
tion, and the young man, who wns pop 
ular and of irreproachable character, was 
sentenced to death.

Home Reaaoiia For A»»crt!nu That 


the B«>t Is the Cheapest. 


If tho saying', "The best is the cheap- 


est.'.' applies to anythiug, it does to In- 
surance. 
Insurance thuf "does not in- 


sura" i% far worse than no insuraiice at 
all 
In the case of provision against 


death the possession of a policy believed 
to be souiuV but in reality of doubtful 
vahte, may deter the holder from insur- 
ing in a reliable company, and the actual 
conditions may not be discovered until 
advanced age precludes the taking out of 
new insurance. 


As regards fire insurance, a worthless 


policy, may lessen the amounts paid by 
reliable companies. If n merchant holds 
three policies, each for 52,000. and oue of 
these proves woithJe^s, the other two 
companies invohed will nevertheless in- 
clude that policy in the general average, 
reducing their own responsibility accord- 
ingly. The actual value of the policy is 
none of their business; its existence Is all 
that they have to reckon with. 


We note ia our news columns the case 


of a manufacturer who took out policies 
in companies located outside of the state. 
He was burned out and now cannot col- 
lect a cent of insurance because tbe laws 
give the insurance companies whose pol- 
icies hu held no authority to transact 
business in the state except when certain 
conditions are complied with. The em- 
ployment of a reliable broker would have 
saved not only the tire loss, but the pre- 
miums which this man had buen paying. 
But he was looking for "cheap" insur- 
ance, aud he got it. 


Another point. Do not get tired of pay- 


ing for insurance and let your policies 
run out. 
We have noted a number of 


store fires recently in. various parts of the 
country where there was a wide dis- 
crepancy beus een the loss and the insur- 
ance. Such a penny wise, pound foolish, 
policy is apt to mean absolute ruin to the 
business man unless he is possessed of 
large means outside of his business. 
Fur- 


thermore, his credit would be seriously 
injured should his unprotected condition 
become known in the market where h« 
buys his goods.—Dry Goods Economist.

THE' HARPOON GUN. 


& Formidable Weapon \Tbat I* 


on tbe Blue Whale. 


To pursue the blue whale successfully 


a boat Is required that can steam 12 
Idiots an hour and which 1» furnished 
with a formidable weapon known as the • 
harpoon gnn. 


The harpoon gun te ft ponderous piece - 


of'apparatus placed on a raised platform 
on tho prow of the whaler and consists ot 
a short, stout cannon, mounted on a broad 
pedestal, on which it can rotate- horizon- 
tally. The gnn has also a vertical mo- 
tion and .can he turned quickly in what- 
ever direction the prow of the ship domi- 
nates. On the top of the gun are "sights" 
for aiming, just ns in a rifle. Behind i<* 
the stock, which is grasped in thv hand 
when firing the gun, and beneath it tho 
trigger. The breech IK a boxlike nrrangi"- 
ment "situated just where the stock in 
fastened to the gun proper. The gun is 
loaded in the ordinary way from the muz- 
zle, nnd the harpoon is tightly rammed 
Into it. To discharge the gun a small car- 
tridge, with a wire attached, is first put 
Into the breech. Pressure on the trigger 
causes a pull on the wire, which ignites 
the cartridge aud discharges the gun si- 
multaneously. 


The harpoon is about six feet In length 


and \erv tnasbive. It consists essentially 
of tlnee parts—the anterior conical por- 
tion, the movablo bnrbs and the shaft. 
The anterior conical piece is an explosive 
sln>ll filled with g'inpowder nnd screws on 
to the sect of the harpoon. The explosive 
shell is fired with n time fuse after the 
harpoon is imbedded in the whale. 


Itchind the exploshe conical piece Ho 


the four barbs, situated nt right angle-* 
to ench other. These bnrbs are always 
bound down tightly together with thin 
rope when the harpoon i< going to be dis- 
rharjred.
